Here’s Best Bait for 
Lettuce Cutworms 


Perhaps the. most serious pest that the 
growers of lettuce have to contend with is 
the cutworm. The most damage is done 
while the plants are small, all being usually 
cut off at the ground level. The use of pol- 
son bran mash bait has given the best re- 
sults thus far, according to experts with the 
agricultural extension service. The follow- 
ing formula is recommended: 

Paris Green (or white arsenic,) one 
pound; molasses (cheap biackstrap,) two 
quarts; water, four gallons; and wheat bran, 
twenty-five pounds. 

In preparing the mash, the white arsenic 
is mixed with the bran, the molasses and 


Bu- water being then poured over it. The whoie 


should be stirred thoroughly. Just enough 
water is added to make a crumbly bait, not 
a wet mash. The mash is spread on the top 
of the beds, near the plants, at night, as the 
cutworms do most of their work then.

cents a pound, the grower with a well-cared- 
for crop, should realize an average net prof- 
it of more than $25 a year an acre. Nearly a 


thousand pounds of rubber, he said, had been 


taken from a test acre. Advance financing 
is provided to carry the grower through his 
four-year cycle. 

Salinas is “headquarters,” for the present 
at least, of the company’s guayule opera- 
tions, but it seems almost certain that ex- 
tensive plantings will be made in Southern 
California and that eventually extraction 
plants will be established here. The 400- 
acre planting at Valley Center, started in 
1913, is being allowed to grow more or less 
as it will in order that as much as possible 
may be learned about the performance of 
the cultivated shrub under continuous de- 
velopment. Besides this extensive San Di- 
ego county tract, there are plantings of a 
few acres each in Santa Barbara, in Orange 
and in Riverside counties, and the Govern- 
ment Cotton Station at Shafter, in Kern 
county, is giving the plant a thorough trial 
These plantings were made to test soil and 
growing conditions preliminary to actual de- 
velopment work in the different regions. In 
Arizona, the principal effort to introduce 
the shrub is that being made in the Litch- 
field district. where a considerable planting 
is being cultivated. 


INTERESTING POSSIBILITIES 


One per cent of all the rubber used in all 
the tires and tubes made in the United 
States is guayule rubber, according to F. W. 
Taylor, vice-president of the American Rub- 
ber Producers, Inc., and who is supervising 
the various tests of the shrub being made 
in Southern California and Arizona. All 
this guayule rubber, he told me recently, 
comes from wild shrubs gathered off the 


desert in northern and central Mexico and 


ground up in four factories owned and op 
erated by a company belonging to the 
same parent corporation as is. sponsoring 
the California project. Mr. Taylor now 
a resident of Los Angeles, was just prior to 
his association with the guayule project, 
director general of agriculture in the Re- 
public of El Salvador in Central America, 
nad before that had been identified with a 
large cotton growing enterprise in Arizona. 

“Our company thinks it has something 
that will not only pay it for its extended and 
expensive experimentation, but which will 
prove of importance in the agricultural de- 
velopment of the Southwest,” he declared. We 
haven't set off any fireworks because we have 
been merely feeling our way along. Our 
business has been to find out whether we 
could produce guayule rubber under farming 
conditions in California and nearby areas. 
Being satisfied that it is on the right track. 
the company is going ahead with the expan- 
sion of the idea. 

“We do not know how much of the so- 
called desert degion of California and the 
Southwest might possibly be suitable for 
guayule. We know that it succeeds admir- 
ably under coastal conditions of weather, 
and where bariey and beans minke a good 
crop. Perhaps, some day, varieties will be 
developed which will succeed with less rain- 
fall than is found on the coastal strip. We 
propose expanding in territory we know is 
adapted to the production of the plant, while 
continuing our investigations into its fur- 
ther possibilities.” 

It would be hard to imagine two niore 
diferent ways of producing the same prod- 
uct than plantation rubber growing in the 
steaming band around the equator and guay- 
ule culture in California. One involves 
the maintenance of armies of cheap labor- 
ers and endless tree tapping, the other, from 
all indications to be gathered at Salinas, 
should be as simple as growing corn in the 
Middle West, with one man able to manage 
quite a farm. It seems almost too rosy a 
picture, and it goes without saying that dif- 
ficulties will arise in guayule growing as in 
everything else, but it is unquestionably 
one of the most interesting agricultural 
crops and agricultural undertakings ever 
introduced to the Golden State. 

Time alone will tell whether this “Amer 
ican rubber industry” is to take its place 
among the important agricultural develop- 
ments of the country. Very rarely, it is cer 
tain, has any crop introduction ever been 
submitted to such an exhaustive advance 
investigation before being launched on «a 
commercial basts as has this extraordinary 
plant of the Mexican deserts. The Inter. 
continental Rubber Company has succeed- 
ed in producing as much as 10,000,000 
pounds of guayule in a year from range 
plants growing wild in Mexico. That is on- 
ly a drop in the bucket compared to the ever- 

growing annual rubber needs of the United 
States, and to the total of plantation rub. 
ber production, but it’s a lot of rubber at 
that. Under cultivation, in the Southwest, it 
is the freely admitted ambition of the corpora- 
tion heads eventually to produce an amount 
of this vitally important raw staple running 
into the hundreds of millions of pounds. 
That's what they hope to do. If they suc- 
ceed, it need hardly be added that it is go- 
ing to be a big thing for California.

High Egg Records Set 
buy Arizona Birds 


rank well up with any in the United States, 
according to the report just issued by Harry 
Embieton, supervisor of the contest. An av- 
erage production of 214 eggs per bird was 
made, which is 2.3 per cent better than the 
results obtained in last year's event. 


The winning pen, White Leghorns, owned 
by A. C. Wrennof Florence, Ariz., laid 
2734 eggs. The pen included ten birds, 
which means that each bird laid 273 eggs 
during the 365 day period. The highest 
pen in any of the contests conducted in the 
United States laid only 3 eggs per bird bet- 
ter than did the Wrenn pen, it is said. Mr. 
Wrenn was also the owner of the best in- 
dividual hen, a Leghorn that laid 319 
in the 365 day contest. This is 11 eggs bet- 
ter than the production of the highest in- 
dividual in last year’s contest. 


In the heavy breed class, a pen of ten 
Rhode Island Reds, owned by H. L. Schor- 
nick of Tempe, Ariz., won first honors with 
a production of 2356 exes, an average of 
235 eggs per bird. Mr. Schornick also owned 
the first, third, fourth and fifth high indi- 
viduals in the heavy class. 


Fourteen of the twenty pens entered pro- 
duced an average of 210 ess for the 
twelve-month period. One hundred and 
nineteen of the 194 birds entered, finished 
the contest with an average of 200 eggs. 
All entries in the fifth contest were from 
within the boundaries of the State of Art- 
zona. 


New Rabbit Station to 
Open in January 


FONTANA.—Formal opening of the new 
Federal Rabbit Experimental Station, now 
being built here, has been set for January 
21, 1928, according to announcement by 
D. Monroe Green of the bureau of biolog- 
ical survey, United States Department of 
Agriculture, who is to be in charge of the 
institution as director. 

The administration building already has 
been completed, Mr. Green says, and the 
breeding houses and some other smaller 
structures will be in readiness soon after 
the first of the year. The administration 
building contains a reception hall, fully- 
equipped laboratory, and office and living 
quarters for the director. Behind the 
main building, will be a long rectangular 
row of display rabbit hutches, with an or- 
namental fountain in the center of the 
lawn, around which the hutches will be 
arranged. A double garage, carpenter shop, 
hay and feed storage building and other 
structures to shelter hutches also are in- 
cluded in the plans. A residence which 
already was on the property has been re 
built and redecorated for the superintend- 
ent’s. 

The site for the station is a five-acre 
orange grove on the west side of Cy- 
press avenue, abutting on the Pacific Elec- 
tric right of way.

Feed Problems Studied 
on Poultry Tour 


By FRANCES DUNCAN 


SAN BERNARDINO.—Some fifty poultry- 
men, representing Yucaipa, Redlands, High- 
land, Ontario, Fontana, and other places 
where the hen and her product are objects 
interest, assembled at the San 
Bernardino County Courthouse on the morn- 
ing of November 16, for an auto tour of 
some of the county’s poultry ranches. 
The first plant visited was the compara- 
tively new one at Muscoy farms. Here, W. 


‘Whitney, the manager, explained methods 


which are bringing success. The party then 
went to Fontana, stopping at the George 
Newport Ranch, at Foothill and Palmetto 
avenues. Here the visiting poultrymen 
heard about the results of feeding tests and 
the results of vaccination tests from Mr. 
Newport. Next came a visit to the Poultry- 
men's Cooperative Egg and Supply com- 
pany plant at Fontana, where an informa- 
tive talk on co-operative feed buying was 
given by E. IL. Miller, who stressed the 
stabilizing effect on the industry of coop- 
erative buying. 

A pleasant luncheon was served at the 
Fontana Inn, and at the suggestion of H. V. 
Pond, each guest stood up, told his name and 
the size of his poultry flock. Among the 
speakers were H. V. Pond, who told of the 
results of an extensive poultry survey in 
San Bernardino county, in which 375 flocks 
were inspected and a careful census was 
taken. Capt. Namassy gave some interest- 
ing figures on a feeding test for chicks. H. 
M. Harter of the San Bernardino county 
branch of Farm Bureau Accredited Breed- 
ers’ and Hatcheries Association, told of the 
work of that organization in standardizing 
baby chicks and in insuring worthy chicks 
to purchasers.

One of the dairymen who has found that 
it pays to feed all the alfalfa he grows is Al 
Freeman, who operates on thirty acres 
about three miles southwest of Lancaster. 
Mr. Freeman has thirty-five head of dairy 
cows on his place, and from twenty acres 
in alfalfa he cuts approximately five tons 
to the acre. All this he feeds, and he has 
to buy more. His equipment is not elabo- 
rate but appears to be well adapted to con- 
ditions in the valley. His milking barn is 
open on the east so that the prevailing west 
winds are broken and the niorning suf 
warms the animals, but the quarters are 
cool in the middle of the day. Running wa- 
ter flows through the gutter back of the 
cows and keeps the place clean. 

He has bought a Jersey bull, * — 
ty’s Gamboge Toreador, from D. 
Huff, Orange county breeder, and is 3 
veloping a herd of grade Jerseys which he 
expects will increase his earnings steadily 
as the heifers develop. Mr. Freeman ships 
whole milk to the Los Angeles market 
daily. He estimates he can get twice as 
much money from his alfalfa hay when he 
feeds it as when he sells it. Nen the 
hay he has to buy to complete the ration 
for his cows makes him money, he declares! 

Mr. Freeman has been on his present 
ranch for about seven years. His alfalfa

SAN DIEGO.—Milk that sells for one dol- 
lar per quart! Cows that live on sunsbine 
and a little water, and never stray! One 
can hardly imagine a more alluring pros- 
pect for a dairyman. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Charles of San Dt- 
ego are the dairy folk so blessed, but their 
“cows” are not the four-legged kind. They 
are known as maguey plants. The mag- 
uey is native to Mexico, where the peons 
call it “la vaca verde,” or “the green cow.” 
The local couple say it grows almost as 
well in Southwestern United States as in 
ite native clime, and that the sap, or “milk,” 
which it produces contains much-sdught-aft- 
er medicinal qualities. It needs but little 
attention and, when fully matured, produces 
a considerable amount of its coveted liquid 
daily over a period of several years. Mr 
and Mrs Charlies have three hundred of the 
“green cows,” and are adding to this num- 
ber rapidly. They expect eventually to 
have an extensive plantation. So far as is 
known, they are the only persons in the 
United States who are attempting to grow 
the plants commercially. Most of their mag- 
ueys are small yet, and have not been 
tapped.

Many of our “most conservative business 
men shared that view.

carefully and left comfortable estates. But 
you have heard of Ford, the dreamer, who 
was foolish enough to believe that the 
American people have an almost unlimfted 
capacity for buying automobiles. 


But skepticiam alone never built a great 
fortune. Nobody, looking merely at the 
figures, would ever have had the courage to 
stretch a line of rails across our western 
deserts. No great scientific discovery was 
ever achieved unless imagination was per- 
mitted to soar far above and beyond the 
things that can be seen and weighed. 

“He that does not go beyond the facts,” 
said Huxley, “will seldom get as far as the 
facts.” 

J. P. Morgan, when he died, left several 
million dollars in worthless stocks. These 
represented his adventures in faith, the 
penalties charged against him for believing 
too much. 

But he left many more millions in sound 
securities—the reward of a faith which was 
right far more often than it was wrong. 

The great practical joker of the last gen- 
eration was P. T. Barnum. He played upon 
the credulity of more people than any other 
man of modern times. Therefore, when he 
talks about how much it is safe to believe, 
he is an authority whose word is worth 
consideration. He said: 


“If the fact could be definitely deter- 
mined, I think it would be discvered that 
in this ‘wide-awake’ country there are more 
persons humbugged by believing too little 
than by believing too much.” 

Of course, the ideal middle ground is te 
believe just enough; but few of us can at- 
tain that state of perfection. Therefore, 
since we must err on one side or the other, 
I prefer to be one of those who is fooled oc 
casionally by believing too much. It is much 
pleasanter. 

And, as is proved by Henry Ford, Mr. 
Morgan and many others, it is generally 
much more profitable.

Hay Fever 


There is very little essential difference 
between hay fever and asthma. In a sense, 
asthma is merely the extension of hay fever 
deep into the lung tissues. 

Asthma usually affects the nose, pharyfix 
and lungs. Hcy fever is generally confined 
to the nasal portion of the respiratory tract. 

Modern medicine believes that both these 
diseases are due to anaphylaxis, a process 
of peculiar ptibility to certain poisons, 
foods, pollens or viruses. 

u is for this reason that the goldenrod 
and other weeds have been held responsible 
for asthma. It is also because of this hy- 
pothesis that we have the current practice 
of determining the asthma or hay fever diet 
by means of subcutaneous injections of vart- 
ous foodstuffs. 

The seasonal nature of both hay fever 
and asthma constitutes a group of symp

toms which markedly differentiate these 
diseases from most of the other respiratory 
allments. 

Almost to the day, the average hay fever 
sufferer can teil when his attack is due. 

The medical theorist believes this is due 
to the blossoming of the particular pollen 
which may de responsible for the asthmatic 
or hay fever attack. 

It is for this reason that the “change of 
climate” advice is such a common remedy 
to medical practitioners. They follow a 
double presumption: 

First, that the change of locality will also 
alter the proximity of the pollen to which 
the patient is susceptible. 

Second, that the change of climate, espe- 
cially a change to a warmer and-a dryer 
atmosphere, will have a beneficial effect on 
the inflamed tissues. 

I might even interpose a third reason for 
the advice—this being a practical method of 
getting rid of a troublesome patient when 
medicine fails to give relief. 

Both asthma and hay fever are infamma- 
tions of the mucus membrane in the respire- 
tory tract. The tissue becomes red, angy, 
engorged with blood and laden with mucus. 

The nature of the attack is due 
largely to increased congestion pro- 
duced by the autumnal winds and the win- 
ters blasts. 

The tisues, aside from their inflammatory 
condition, must generate heat to counteract 
the external temperatures. An attack is 
usually the sequence. 

Pollen grains of the goldenrod ot of any 
other seed, I am firmly convinced, play little 
or no part in the production of asthma or of 
hay fever. They may furnish a temporary 
irritant. They may be the immediate ex- 
citing cause, but they most assuredly are 
not responsible for the engorgement and 
the inflammation which characterize hay 
fever. 

Engorgement of any mucus membrane 


fornia, especially in our mountains and 
desert, reacts highly beneficially. But far 
more important is the adjustment of that 
form of diet, consisting essentially of fruits, 
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but there are many aspects and modifica- 
tions when applied specifically. 

For instance, it fs not only the colons 
which become chronically constipated. Few 
people realize that In a condition of chronic 
constipation, the higher, upper portions of 
the digestive system are just as clogged as 
the nether ends. 

Constipation usually extends high up into 
the digestive system. The duodenum, ileum 
and jejunum, the rat fifteen or twenty feet 
of the digestive system, are frequently 
found clogged and tmpacted. sometimes 
even more so than the colons themselves. 

It is for this reason that the enema habit 
is so frequently productive of little or no 
results. One may continuousiy clean out 


out the entire length of the digestive sys- 
tem, not merely for ite last six or 
inches. 

Constipation cannot be . 
enemas which clean the last six or 
inches or by laxatives which irritate 
tire thirty feet. 

The drug and patent medicine compounds 
do naught but further inflame the already

Later on, compact hand cameras and films 
enabled me to secure instantaneous ex- 
posures which, in addition to their imme- 
diate artistic value, were destined to be- 
come an important part of the wonderful 
exhibit assembled in the H. E. Huntington 
Library and Museum in Pasadena, where, 
carefully filed for reference in the Depart- 
ment Americana, they form a complete 
and unrivaled ethnological history of an 
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era that is now all too swiftly disappear- 

ing.”

I wanted 
an authentic portrayal of their daily activi- 
ties and, for a time, it was a distressingly 
slow process, for I had to feel my way with 
utmost caution. I never paraded my photo- 
graphic paraphernalia before the Indians, 
neither did I seek to surround my work 
with an element of mystery. 


“My method was as effective as it was 
simple, for I carried beneath my coat two 
small kodaks that were fastened to a belt 
around my waist. By instinct, much as a 
marksman trains himself to hit his target 
with an accurate arm motion, I brought my 
camera into action as I strolled about and 
talked with the people, leaving them in 
most instances, absolutely unaware that a 
picture had been taken. 

“My previous work with plate cameras 
had shown me that a direct print made 
from a large negative taken in the glaring 
sunlight of the Southwest was often so 
sharp that it looked flat and hard and lost 
practically all of the distinctive atmospheric 
charm. The use of small kodaks taking a 
3%x4% inch roll film, enlarged on bromide 
paper, made it possible to reproduce the 
sense of vastness—the magnitude distance, 
and the mellowness of softened outlines— 
as well as to subdue the intense contrast 
of the desert sun and shadow. 

“The word Hopi means ‘gentle,’ and the 
Hopis are the gentlefolk of the 
desert, and, because their 
pueblos are set apart, not only 
by the glorious panorama of 
the Painted Desert, but also by 
the more extensive Reserva- 
tion of the Navajos, which in- 
closes them on all sides, they 
have retained their trfhal cus- 
toms longer than any other In- 
dians within our borders.
